I returned to rny delightful licad-quarters at D al- 
housie castle on the following d ay, and am ong m any 
excursions in the neighborhood during the ensuing w eek , 
accom plished a visit to Abholtsford.

teresting o f all spots has been so minutely and so often 
described, that a detailed account o f it would be a 
m ere repetition. 
D escription, how ever, has anticipated 
nothing to the visitor. 
'I’he hom e o f Sir W alter Scott 
would possess an interest to thrill the heart, if it were 
us w ell painted to the ey e o f fancy as tho hom es o f his 


ow n heroes. 
It is a dreary country about Abbottsford, and tne 
hoiiso Itself looks from a distance like a sm all, low 


c i a t l e , buried in stunted trees, on the side ot a long, 
slopin-r upland or moor. 
'I’he river is betw een you 
and tir« chateau as you com e down to Melroso from 
the north, and you see Uie gray tow ers opposite you 
from the road at llie distance ol a m ile— the only habit­ 
able spot in an alm ost desolate w aste of country. 
From the town o f Melrose you approach Abbotlslurd by 
a Ion«, green lane, and, from the height o f the hedge, 
and the descending ground on which the house is built, 
you would scarce suspect its vicinity till you enter a 
small «ate on the right and find yourself m an avenue 
of young trees. 
'I his conducts you im m ediately to the 
door, and the first etlecl on m e w as that o f a spacious 
castle seen through a reversed glass. 
In fact it is a 
kind o f ca-tle cottage— not larger than w hat is often 
c illeJ a cottage in L agland, yet 1» the m inutest point 
and proportion a m odel o f an ancient castle. 
'I’he de­ 
ception in the engravings o f the place lies in tho scale, 
it seem s like a va.st building as usually drawn. 
D ue or tvvo hounds w ere lounging round the door ; 
hut the only tenant o f tho ¡ilaee w as u slovenly house­ 
m aid, whom w e 
interrupted in the prolane task ol 
•icrubbiii« the furniture in the library. 
1 could have 
Ditched her and her scrubling-brushes out o f the w in - 
(|.»w with a good will. 
It really is a pity that this sa­ 
cred place, with its thousand valuable and irreplaceable 
curiosities, should be so carelessly neglected. 
W e w ere 
left to wander over the house and the m useum as w e 
jiked.

could luivo brought aw ay 
(and nothin« is 


It w as encroaching 
som ew hat on the province o f 
T ouchstone and W'aniha to m oralize on a suit o f clothes 
— hut I am convinced that I got from them a better 
idea o f S cott, us he w as in his familiar hours, than any 
man can have w ho has seen neither him nor them .— 
T h ere w as a character in the hat and sh oes. 
T h e coat 
w as an 
honest and hearty coat. 
'I’he stout, rough 
w alking-stick, seem ed as if it could have belonged to 
no other man. 
I appeal to m y kind 
friends and fel­ 
low -travellers w'ho w ere 
there three days before m e, 
(I saw their nam es on the b o o k ,) if the sam e im pres­ 
sion w as not m ade on them . 
I asked for the room in w hich Sir ’IValfer died. 
S h e 
sh ow ed it to m e, and the place w here the bed had 
stood , w hich w as now rem oved. 
It w as curious to 
se e the wall or the picture over w hich his last looks 
m ast have passed. 
D irectly opposite the foot ol the 
bed hung 
a rem arkable picture— tho head o f Mary 
Q u een o f S cots in n dish, taken after her execu tion .— 
'I'he features w ere com posed and beautiful. 
On either 
sid e o f it hung spirited draw ings from the T a les o f a 
G iBndfather— on e very clever sk etch , representing the 
w ife o f a border-kniglit serving up her husband’s spurs 
for dinner, to rem ind him o f the poverty o f the larder 
and the necessity o f a foray. 
O n the left side o f the 
b e4 w as a broad w indow to the w est— the entrance o f 
the last light to his ey e s— and from h en ce had sped the 
greatest spirit that has w alked the world since Shaks- 
peare. 
It alm ost m akes the heart stand still to be silent 
and alone on such a spot ! 
W hat an interest there is in the trees o f Abbottsford 
— planteif every one by the sam e hand that w aved its 
wand o f enchantm ent 
over the world ! 
O ne walk* 
am ong them as if they hud thoughts and m em ories. 
Every body talks o f S cott, w ho has over had the 
happiness o f seeing him , and it is strange h ow interest­ 
ing it is even w here there is no anecdote, and only the 
m ost com m onplace interview is narrated. I have heard, 
•in ce I have been in England, hundreds o f people de­ 
scribe their conversation vvith him , and never the dullest 
without a certain interest far beyond that o f com m on 
topics. 
S om e o f these have 
been celebrated people, 
and there is tho additional w eigh t that they w ere honor­ 
ed friends o f Sir W alter’s. 
Lord D alhousic told m e that h e w as S cott’s playfel­ 
low at the high school o f E dinboro’. 
'I'here w as a pe­ 
culiar arrangem ent o f the b en ch es, w ith 
a 
head au 4 
foot, so that the boys sal abov« or b elow , according to 
liieir success 
in recitation. 
It so happened that the 
w arm est seat in the school, that next to tho sto v e, w as 
about tw o from the bottom , and this S cott, w ho w as 
a very good 
scholar, contrived never 
to 
leave. 
H e 
stuck to his seat from autum n till spring, never so defi­ 
cient as to get d ow n , and 
n ever 
choosing 
to answ er 
rightly if the result w as to go up. 
H e w as very lam e, 
and seldom shared in the sportc o f tho other b oys, but 
w as a prodigious favorite, and 
loved to sit in the sun­ 
shine, w ith a knot o f hoys round him telling stories.— 
Lord D alh ou sie’s friendship w ith him w as uninterrupted 
through life, and he invariably breakfasted at the castle 
on his w ay to and from E d in b oio’. 
I m et M oore at a dinner party not long sin ce, and 
Scott w as again (as at a previous dinner I have describ­ 
ed) the subject o f conversation. 
“ H e w as the soul o f 
h on esty,” said M oore. “ W h en I w as on a visit to him , 
w e w ere com ing up from K elso at sunset, and as there 
w as to be a fine ii oon, 
I quoted to him his ow n rule 
for se e in g ‘fair M elrose aright,’ and proposed to slay an 
hour and enjoy it. 
‘ B a h !’ said Scott, • / never saw it 
by m oonlight.’ 
W e w en t, h ow ever, and S cott, w ho 
seem ed to be on the m ost fam iliar term s with tho cice­ 
rone, pointed to an em pty niche and said to 
h im , ‘I 
think, by the w a y , that I have a V’irgin and Child that 
will just do for your niche. 
I ’ll send it to you !’— 
‘ H ow happy 
you have 
m ade that man !’ said 1 to 
him . 
‘O b ,’ said S cott, ‘it w as alw ays in the w a y , and 
M adam e S . is constantly grudging it houso-room . W e ’re 
w ell rid o f it.’ ” 
“ A n y other m an ,” said M oore,” “ w ould 
h ave al­ 
low ed him self at least the credit o f a kind action.” 
I have had the happiness, since I have been in Eng­ 
land, o f passing som e w eek s al a country-house w here 
Miss Jane I’orter w as an honored guest, and, am ong a 
thousand of the m ost delightful rem iniscences that Wgi-y 
ever treasured, sho has told m o 
a great dual o f S coU , 
w ho visited al her m others as a boy. 
Sho rem em bers 
him then as a good-hum ored lad , but very fond o f fun, 
w lio used to take her younger sister (A n na Maria Por­ 
ter) and frighten her by bolding her out o f the w indow . 
Miss Porter had not seen liitu since that age ; but, afler 
the appearace o f G uy M anncring, 
she heard that he 
w as in I,ondon, and drove with u friend to his house.— | 
N ot quite sure (a s she m odestly says) o f being rem ein- < 
bered, she sent sent in 
a n ote, sayin g, that if he re- | 
m em bered the 
Porters, 
w hom he used 
to visit, Jano j 
would like to see him . 
H e cam e rushing to the door, | 
any exclaiinnd, “ i? ev icm 6 cr you ! Miss Porter !” and 
threw 
his 
urms about 
her neck , 
and 
burst 
into 
tears. 
A fter this he corresponded constantly with the 
fam ily, and about the tim e o f his first stroke o f paraly­ 
sis, w hen his m ind and m em ory failed him , the mother 
o f Miss Porter d ied , and Scott sent a letter o f condol­ 
ence. 
It began— “ Dear M iss 
I’orter” — hut, 
as he 
w ent on, he forgot him self, and continued the letter as 
if addressed to her m other, ending it w ith — “ And n ow , 
dear 
Mrs P orter, farew ell ! and 
believe m e yours for 
ever, (as long i s t lu f j is any 
thing o f m e,) W alter 
S cott.” 
M iss Porter bears testim on y, like every one 
elso w ho knew him , to hU greatheurtedness no less than 
to bis genius. 


I am not sure that others lik e as w ell as m yself these 
“ nothings” about men o f genius. 
I would rather hear 
tho conversation betw een Scott and a peasant on the 
road, for exam p le, than the mo.^l piquant anecdote o f 
his brigiiter hours. 
I like a great mind in dishabille.
